For Political War 


WASHINGTON—The two parties are urgently 
maneuvering to make it certain that the vital 
theater of national political war for the next few 


years will be the House of Representatives. Under the leadership of 
former Vice-President Richard Nixon, the whole Republican Party 
is now concentrating on a single objective: to regain control of the 
House in the 1962 congressional elections. 


There is no real chance of seiz- 
ing the Senate from the - Demo- 
crats. There is also no great 
chance for a Republican presi- 
dential victory in 1964 unless 
a strong GOP base can be estab- 
lished in the House. 

This is the strategical reality. 
The next step involves Republi- 
can awareness that the best place 
to go hunting additional Republi- 
can House seats is in the Middle 
West. The Middle West, therefore, 
is herewith warned to brace it- 
self for long storms of Democrat- 
ic and Republican appeal and 
counterappeal beginning soon aft- 
er New Year's Day. 


And if the House is the arena of 
looming crisis for the Republi- 
cans, it is the arena of imminent 
crisis for the Democrats. The 
death of Speaker Sam Rayburn 
has confronted the Kennedy ad- 
ministration and the Democratic 
party generally with immense 
difficulties.

No 
half-god will satisfy Him. No 
divided allegiance. No God and 
mammon — one or the other, 
either or.

This doesn’t make rational 
sense to the average reader un- 
til he is led to see that human 
nature is going to follow some 
sort of leader whether good or 
bad. The purpose of God’s total 
demands is to assure His own 
creation following Him. In all

wind up with little or no time 
for Him. 

In a day of distracting anxie- 
ties, of all things He asks that 
his followers be unadjusted.

About this season of the year I always think of her with a small ache of 
affection and regret, the fantastic little woman who for so many years was a 
in our town. People who didn’t know her name 


called ie “the little old lady in black” and there were many legends about her—the proud fam- 
ily she came from, the money she once had, her great talent as a musician, a mysterious and 
unfortunate love affair. People who knew her better didn’t glamourize her in this fashion. They 
bought her food and fussed at her for tramping the streets in all kinds of weather, especially for 
her constant pilgrimages to the family cemetery lot in Marietta, on which she expended her 
strength and such food money as she came by. 


She was a scold and a pest to 
people in public office and to 
some she was merely pitiful and 
ridiculous. But I think of her at 
Christmas shopping time, I sup- 
pose, because she gave me a 
different slant on Christmas giv- 
ing. There was one year when I 
blunderingly attempted to give 
her a Christmas present. A 
friend gave me a handsome 
black silk dress for her and, re- 
membering her old reticule held 
together by safety pins, I 
bought her a new pocketbook 
and some gloves. 

I wrapped everything up and 


in a glow of beneficence made 
my presentation. She thanked 
me as graciously as she could 
but I could see the words of 
gratitude were choking her. Fin- 
ally she blurted out the truth. 
She needed nothing, she wanted 
nothing. She had “three hun- 
dred black dresses nicer than 
this.” She had a million pocket- 
books. She used the one secured 
with safety pins because it suit- 
ed her. 

She left the dress where she 
opened it but she took the new 
things with her and later, in a 


more mellow mood, she returned 
to show me what she had done 
with them. She had taken them 
back to the department store 
and traded them in on “pret- 
ties’’ for her sister, who was 
a patient at Milledgeville State 
Hospital. 

Her pleasure in being able to 
give instead of to receive was 
part of it. (I should have known 
from the things she brought me 
—an occasional flower from 
somebody else’s yard, a mashed 
cupcake from a bakery garbage 
can — that she loved to be the 
one who gave.) But part of it 
was that she knew being in an 
institution was hard on her free- 
dom-loving sister and being for- 
gotten on Christmas Day would 
compound the heartbreak.

Push for Reforms, 


Crime Panel Urged 


The vice president of the Indiana Citizens Committee on Crime 
and Delinquency said he was “staggered” by Georgia's. percentage 
of prisoners and predicted the time is ripe for reform. 


The speaker, Episcopal Bishop 
John P. Craine of Indianapolis 
told the Georgia Citizens Com- 
mittee on Crime and Delin- 
quency Tuesday of the operation 
of its counterpart group in In- 
diana of which he is an officer. 


“I was staggered,” Bishop 
Craine said, ‘“‘when I saw the 
figures on Georgia’s penal sys- 
tem population."” He said he 
couldn't understand it, “‘unless 
you're including some new type 
of criminal we don't know 
about.”’ 


Georgia has the highest per- 
centage of prisoners to general 
population of any state in the 
nation. The rate here is twice 
that of South Carolina, Missis- 
sippi, Tennessee, Arkansas, 
Pennsylvania, Illinois or Iowa, 
et Georgia Crime Committee 
said. 


And the rate of increase be- 
tween 1950 and 1960 is also the 
greatest in the nation, the crime 
committee reports. 


While Georgia’s general popu- 


lation increased by 14 per cent 
in that decade, the prison popu- 
lation increased 52 per cent. 


Bishop Craine said “the time 
is ripe in Georgia as it was in 
Indiana” in 1956 for reform of 
the entire state corrections pro- 
gram. 


He discussed accomplishments 
of the Indiana committee since 
it was organized in 1956 and told 
the Georgia group—now in the 
process of getting organized— 
how organization was accom- 
plished in Indiana. 


The meeting Tuesday was the 
fourth held by the Georgia 
crime committee. Bert Struby, 
general manager of the Macon 
Telegraph and News, presided.

They only 
heard it said, ‘Our former perse- 
cutor is preaching the good news 
of the faith which once he tried 
to destroy’; and they praised God 
for me. 


Next, fourteen years later, I 
went again to Jerusalem with 
Barnabas, taking Titus with us. 
I went up because it had been re- 
vealed by God that I should do 
so. I laid before them—but at a 
private interview with the men of 
repute—the gospel which I am 
accustomed to preach to the Gen- 
tiles, to make sure that the race 
I had run, and was running, 
should not be run in vain. Yet 
even my companion Titus, Greek 
though he is, was not compelled 
to be circumcised. That course 
was urged only as a concession 
to certain sham-Christians, inter- 


lopers who had stolen in to spy 
upon the liberty we enjoy in the 
fellowship of Christ Jesus.

“THE COMBINATION of the 
credit crawl, the ‘house ads’, 
the principal commercials for 
the program’s sponsor, the ac- 
companying tail-ender for the 
alternate sponsor, the trailer 
on next week’s attraction, the 
succession of station-break com- 
mercials, fore and aft of each 
show, to which can also be add- 
ed the voice-over on the show's 
final crawl, which permits the 
network an additional promo- 
tion—this is TV today, every 
day, every hour, every half 
hour, the whole of it emerging 
as a blatant and flagrant gang- 
up that leaves the viewer con- 
fused, frustrated and ready to 
throw in the towel. Where it 
leaves TV is somewhere on the 
edge of ridiculum,” says the 
Variety article. 


“If it all seems more con- 
spicious this season, it stems 
from a variety of causes. For 
one thing the networks, in their 
apparent determination to keep 
the client, the agency, the star 
and the press agents happy, 
have dedicated themselves to 
topping their competitors with 
on-the-air promotions — capsule 
trailers of what the upcoming 
Bonanza, Bus Stop or Perry 
Mason will look like. 


“In total they’re being ground 
out by the hundred, every net- 
work show getting a whack at 
it, and if a show is unfortunate 
enough not to have a sponsor, 
said program becomes a happy 
hunting ground on which the 
promotions can frolic. 


By the time the ‘crawl,’ the 
promotion and the plug have 
wreaked their havoc, any at- 
tempt to achieve a continuity of 
thought, maintain a pace, es- 
tablish a mood or keep the 
viewer, is purely coincidental.”

‘SAVANNAH—Leaflets urging Savannah Negroes 
to move to New York where there “is no limitation on 
the amount of cash contributed by the welfare depart- 
ment” are being distributed through some small grocery 


stores here, the head of a 
disclosed Tuesday. 


W. E. Cowart, president of the 
Chatham Citizens Council, said 
he has some of the leaflets in his 
possession but that his organiza- 
tion was not responsible for pub- 
lishing or distributing them. 
HUNDREDS DISTRIBUTED 

He suggested that newsmen 
“check” with the local Ku Klux 
Klan about the leaflets. Hun- 
dreds of the leaflets have been 
distributed through some small 
grocery stores in Negro communi- 
ties, Cowart said. 


The leaflets first appeared in 
Savannah around the middle of 
November. 


They say, in part: 


“There is no limitation on the 
amount of cash contributed by 
the (New York) welfare depart- 
ment. Welfare rules carry no time 
limitation. The size of a cash 
allowance by the New York City 
welfare department depends only 
on the size of one’s family.” 
ARE UNSIGNED 

The leaflets promise migrants 
“a nice apartment with private 
bathroom,”’ hospital and medical 
care, food, clothing, a housekeep- 
er and home nursing service. 


The leaflets are unsigned.

thority to her tone. 


“Not only will it work,”’ pro- 
nounced Mrs. Barbara Milz, a 
news-side staffer who spent 
several years in Germany, “‘it 
is a better recipe than I have 
seen—and I used to cook stollen 
every Christmas.” 

Mrs. Deaton prepared to rush 
home and cook up the recipe. 


But an expert could be ex- 
pected to produce excellent re- 
sults. The question was, could 
the

the Food Editor. “Is there 
somebody on the staff who 
knows just enough about cook- 
ing not to be completely lost 
in the kitchen?”

They entered Galphin’s apart- 
ment to find an electric fan 
dispiritedly trying to stir up 
a breeze in his baking-hot front

and hastily hiding an apron, 
smilingly said, ‘‘The recipe calls 
for a snug and warm kitchen.” 


The two women examined the 
yellow, lumpy blobs the chef 
proudly displayed onthe door 
of the open ‘and blazing) oven.

Later, Galphin returned to the 
newsroom smiling proudly and 
bearing a crusty-topped baked 
stollen.

letter opener and sampled. Some 
staffers loyally said “‘it’s de- 


licious,’’ but even Galphin ad- 
mitted the portion below the 
crusty top was not cooked 


enough. He forthwith returned 
home and popped the remaining 
dough in the oven for about 15 
minutes longer. 


He Insisted the re-bake was 
perfect, and brought a loaf to 
the office to back up his con- 
tention.

The food editor led the home- 
maker through the step-by-step 
process to compare methods.

“softened.” But the method of 
softening was evidently left up 
to the discretion of the baker. 
Directions on the package of 
yeast informed the homemaker 
it should be softened in three- 
fourths cup of water. This the 
reader did. 


Then she ladied out three 
fourths cup of milk, subsituting 
the water in which she had 
softened the yeast.

I had been 
home from 
Europe many 
days before I learned that one 
of Atlanta’s most lucid citizens, 
Philip Shulhafer, had died sud- 
denly, apparently in the pink of 
health after a checkup had 
found him vigorous enough to 
be two decades younger than 
his 62 years. 


There were some things to 
be said about Philip Shulhafer 
that must now be mentioned as 
a memoir, since all public fare- 
wells have been attended to 
several weeks ago. 


At a final requiem, Rabbi 
Jacob Rothschild sought for 
some definition of Mr. Shulha- 
fer’s unusual clarity and found 
his essence to be contained in 
a guileless sense of justice. 
Justice burned like a flame in 


this man,” said Rabbi Roths- 
child, 
And so it did, giving him a 


light quite unshadowed by com- 
plication or conspiracy, freeing 
him as a channel of unbiased 
judgment, unswayed by any of 
life’s usual barnacles of com- 


mitment to unworthy ideals, 


Mr. ~Shulhafer served on 
many boards, encouraged visit- 
ing lecturers, enjoyed concerts, 
supported theater. As host to 
mazy visitors from out of town, 
he had unique tour of Atlanta 
he conducted personally, fanning 
out over the industrial city and 
including the complex of Negro 
colleges, the finer Negro resi- 
dential section, and of course, 
the slums. 


But his real vocation was peo- 
ple, and it was as Personnel 
Director of Montag Paper Com- 
pany that has found his great- 
est happiness and effectiveness. 
A nephew of the founder, and 
a cousin of Harold Montag, 
Chairman of the Board, Mr. 
Shulhafer’s family connection 
was secure and easy. It was his 
preference that he spent his long 
tenure as shepherd of Montag’s 
40) or 500 employes, many of 
them the grandchildren of origi- 
nal Montag workers who had 
signed on with the paper com- 
pany in its infancy. The em- 
ploye turnover at Montag’s has 
been so low it has been studied 
by national management con- 
sultants, looking for clues to 
this serene relationship. 


Key to this, of course, was 
Mr. Shulhafer, a happy, direct, 
aware executive, without malice 
or patronizing hauteur and pos- 
sessing such remarkable 
empathy that almost every 
worker in Montag’s plant now 
has some private incident in 
which he was the recipient of 
special help: A’ Negro worker 
finally out of debt; a taste for 
music shared with another; a 


collection of fine photographs 
with another; an educated son 
or daughter for still another. 


Mr. Shulhafer believed that 
no child should be denied an 
education for financial reasons. 
His organization had set up the 
Sigmund Montag Foundation for 
college aid to worthy children 
of employes, but this practical 
man raalized that high school 
drop outs are even more a peril 
to young people. 


Consequently, since his death, 
the Philip Shulhafer Memorial 
Fund has been established by 
his company, with the support 
of Mrs. Shulhafer and their 
daughter, Mrs, Helen Whitehill. 


His associate, Bud Weiss, 
president of Montag’s wrote 
this to employes:

Since Floyd won the crown, Cus has misappraised the opposition 
only once. Johansson did own a solid right, if nothing else, and he 
jolted the title off Patterson's noggin. Even so, it proved a profitable 
setback for Floyd, paving the way for two more bouts. As a matter 
of fact, Patterson did not fight anyone but the Swede for 30 months. 


If you exclude prize fighting, there is no comparison between 
Patterson and Liston. Patterson is a credit to the ring game. He’s 
an intelligent, sensitive fighter who says the correct things. Liston 
has had more bouts with the law than rival gladiators. He is inartic- 
ulate and, during his current rehabilitation program, Sonny is learn- 
ing to read and write.

He noted that the court case is 
based on the constitutional pro 
vision of church and state separa- 
tion. 


“The Constitution simply means 
that each shall be independent of 
the other and neither shall exer- 
cise contrel over the other,” he 
said. 


“Proof of this is found in an- 
other mandate of law, state and 
federal, that all governmental of- 
ficials including justices of the 
Supreme Courts, state and fed- 
eral, must take an oath of office 
which contains the words ‘so help 
me God.’ That ours is a nation 
that trusts in God is demonstrated 
'by the inscription it puts upon its 
coins, ‘In God We Trust.’ ”’ 


‘GOD IS STANDARD 


| Jurtice Duckworth noted that 
‘Benjamin Franklin called for 
morning prayers while the con- 
vention drafting the federal Con- 
stitution was in session in 1787. 


*‘Without God,” Duckworth 
said, “There is no standard by 
which truth is differentiated from 
falsehood, right from wrong.” 


The U.S. Supreme Court has 
given no indication as to when it 
might rule on the question of 
whether to allow prayer in the 
classroom.

Congress must stop that loss, a 
congressional subcommittee was 
told Tuesday. 


The charge was made by Fred 
L. Cox, a conferee of the Geor- 


|gia Revenue Department. Cox 

said the loss was attributable -to 
a law that allows some firms do 
‘ing busness in Georgia to claim 
exemption from state income 
taxes. 


That law (PL 86—272) says a 
firm that does not have sales- 


men or a warehouse in the state 


is tax exempt. Cox argued that 
firms that maintained ‘‘mis- 
sionaries’” who did promotional 
work claimed exemption from the 
law because these men were not 
salesmen. However, he said, their 
promotional activities were sim- 
ilar to sales activities. 


: The Georgian recommended that 


PL 86—272 be rewritten to “plug 
up loopholes.” He also recom- 
mended Congress make all states’ 
laws agree on the definition of 
taxable income, to make the 
forms for filing income tax re 
turns uniform and to put the ap-
